. DOUHLE TAXATION 
As. the cities, the states and the federal 
government scratch for money in a time 
of growing demnnd for public services, they 
sometimes fnll Ihto sharp dispute over ways 
and means of raising the needed revenues. 

The cities holler that they are In fact 
the chief support of the states, but that the 
latter don't give them bacit enough of the 
collected monies to meet city problems. 

Cries of "secession" have even been utter^ 
ed recently in New York City. No one takes 
tliem very seriously, but they do point up' 
a continuing conflict that actually spreads 
well beyond revenue matters, 

A more tantalizing Issue Is that between 
bordering states, -where one state taxes the 
residents of another who happens to work 
within Its bounds. As examples, Massachu- 
setts slaps an income levy on residents in 
New Hampshire and Rhode Island who work 
In Boston, and New York hits citizens of 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Connecticut 
who commute to New York City. 

The argument put forward by the taxing 
states is that these people owe something to 
the area which affords them a chance to 
earn their living. Furthermore, they benefit 
from some. If not all, of the services the 
city or state provides. 

This sounds sensible enough.' But there's 
another side. A man who pays a state in^ 
come 'tax to a state where he works but 
doesn't live has nothing at all to say about 
how tho money is used. He can't vote for 
anybody there. 

■ On tho other -hand, he winds up paying 
double for some services. Much of a state's 
revenue goes for schools, hospitals and slm' 
liar services. Even if his home state doesn't 
have an income tax, he's paying for those 
same things through real estate levies, sales 
tax and other taxes. 

The man in New York or Massachusetts 
pays for this burden once. The nonrcsldcnf; 
can hardly be blamed for complaining over 
tho double blow ho suffers, 

Tho Issue has now stirred sufficient emo- 
tion so that lawmakers have tossed a con- 
stitutional amendment into the Washington 
hopper which would bar one state from 
taxing the residents of -another state. 

There Is as yet no great expectation the 
proposal will get very far. But that It was 
offered at all is the measure of a dilemma 
that has obvious elements of unfairness 
for tho bedraggled U. S. taxpayer In some 
regions. 



■ "BUGS", m OUR LAWS 
Idaho, it seems, just can't, come through 
—a-sesslon-of- the-leglslature -wlthout-bugs 
showing up In Its actions soon after ad- 
journment. 

Wb have seen it happen time and time 
again in the enactment "of statutes relat- 
ing to traffic control. All the confusion over 
Interpretation of. laws relating to our speed 
limits and what constitutes careless, reck- 
, less and negligent driving is .a good ex- 
ample. 

It *asn't long after the 11)57 legislature 
specified that 550,000 of highway depart- 
. merit-funds should be turned over to the 
new department of commerce and develop- 
ment for tourist pdvertislng, that an objec- 
■ tlon was raised on*"the grounds such legisla- 
tive action was illegal. Tho supremo court 
upheld the objection. 
Now, alter the recent session of the legls- 
. lature authorized the state highway dc^ 
partment to construct a new $2,000,000 6f. 
[I flee building with ^highway fund money. 

Atty. Qen, Frank Be-nson contends tlic Ida- 
U ho constitution doesn't permit such action, 
Meantime, because of Benson's conten- 
l^tlon, the state board of examiners has re- 
-fused to authorize the.transfer of the Initial 
titr $500,000 to start the building. 

It should be apparent by now that some 
new provisions are needed to keep our leg- 
islatures from enacting laws that fall to 
stand up In court. 

The enactment of uneonstltutlontil stat- 
utes and approprlatlonif not only, falls of 
the legislature's intended' purpose) but the 
cost of resultant litigation is Just another 
drain on the taxpayers'. ■ ■■ ■ 

Each house of the legislature has Its own 
attorney during the session and the attor- 
ney general's office Is available to help de- 
cide in advance on the legality of proposed 
legislation. : . 

. There are a number of obvious reasons for 
all thisjnefflciency— such as the dilly-dally- 
ing, political maneuvering and the last- 
minute rat race we witness during every 
session of the legislature.
